8. (Currently Amended) A method as in claim 1 wherein said bearing 
material layer comprises ef a Co-Cr layer comprising an alloy comprised of cobalt (Co) 
and chromium (Cr).

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art such as Davidson (US 5,498,302) teaches implants formed of 
biomedical compatible metal substrate materials comprising surface deposits of bearing 
material such a cobalt chromium and other material alloys. The prior art teaches that 
such bearing material deposits are applied by methods such as plasma spray. 
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Other prior art such as Cotell (US 5,242,706) teaches implants formed by 
depositing ceramic materials onto the surface of a substrate wherein the deposits are 
formed by laser based deposition. 

Additional prior art such as Takano (US 5,61 1,306) teaches deposition of bearing 
material onto the surface of a substrate such as a part of an engine wherein the 
deposition is enacted by a laser beam. 

However, the prior art does not teach or suggest forming implants wherein 
coatings of bearing metal material are deposited by a laser based deposition.
